They desire the enactment of a law 
similar to the measure now penda 
ing l.ef ore the city council of O w - 
ensboro, and which is in operation 
in many of the larger cities. The 
:ouneil will be asked to take .some 
iction on the matter at the meeting 
to-morrow night. 

The ordinance w hich the Owens- 
boro council is asked to pass pro- 
vides that it shall be unlawful for 
children under fifteen years of age 
to he upon the streets of Ovvens- 
boro after the hour of 9 p. m. for 
the period beginning the first day 
of May and ending the first day of 
October each year, and after the 
hour of 8 p. m., beginning the first 
day of October and ending the first 
day of May. 

The ordinance makes it the duty 
of parents, guardians or persons 
having control of all children under 
fifteen years of age to see that such 
children are off of the streets after 
hours of the respective periods 
mentioned in the foregoing. 

It will be the duty of the chief of 
the fire department to have the bell 
at engine house No. 1 make nine 
taps at the hours mentioned, and it 
then becomes the duty of parents, 
guardians or persons having con- I 
trol of children under fifteen years ,'r 
of age, to see that they are immedi- I 
ately retired from the streets. The 
failure to tap the bell will be no ex- 
mptionto persons charged with 
children violating this ordinance. 
The penalty for v iolation of the or- 
dinance is a line of not less than $1 
more than $5 for each offense. 
The ordinance makes it the duty of 
chief and the other policeman 
ee that the provisions are striet- 
nforced.

Cavite is a fortified seaport town 
Of the Island of Luzon, on which 
Manila, the capital of the Philli- 
pine Islands is situated. Cavite is 
in the bay of Manila, and about ten 
miles s.mthwest of the city of Ma- 
nila. The town of Cavite has a pop- 
ulation of more than 5000, and the 
population of the port is less than 
600, There is an arsenal at Ca- 
vite. 

The Bay of Manila is a land- 
locked sea, the entrance to which is 
12 miles wide, contracted by nu- 
merous islands into channels. One 
of these is BoceGrande, three miles 
wide; the other is Boca ChUa, two 
miles wide. The bay is 30 miles 
long from north to south and 25 from 
east to west.

Manila is situated on Manila 
ay, at the mouth of the River 1'a- 
g. The city forms the segment 
a circle between the river and 
the sea, and its suburbs extend 
over numerous islets, formed by the 
river and its branches.

At the end of one of 
them is a small fort, and a light- 
house is situated at the end of the 
pier. Vessels of small tonnage can 
go up as far as the bridge which 
crosses the river.
